Tho  roport  as  for  last  yoar  is  an  abridged  war  timo 
report,  but  tho  continuity  of  the  main  hoalth  statistics 
has  boon  maintained* 

The  population,  which  docs  not  includo  Service  mombors, 
is  an  cstimatod  population,  and  shows  a  considerable 
reduction*  The  figure  is  supplied  by  tho  Registrar  Gcnoral. 

Tho  death  rate  shows  an  increase  ovor  last  yoar  and  tho 
birth  rate  a  reduction,  but  infectious  diseaso  indicated  a 
considerable  improvement*

Considerable  efforts  have  boon  made  to  maintain  as 
far  as  possible  tho  normal  hoalth  scrvicos,  and  indoed  in 
many  ways  an  addod  vigilance  is  of  paramount  importance  in 
war  time*

TUBERCULOSIS  (by  Dr .W. J .Pc den) . 

Undor  the  unusual  war  conditions  tho  work  of  tho 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary  has  gone  steadily  forward. 

Thoro  was  a  decrease  in  tho  early  part  of  tho  yoar  in 
the  number  of  casos  scon,  which  was  largely  duo  to  the  movement 
of  tho  population.  This  movement  so  far  as  tuberculosis  is 
concerned,. may  bo  attributed  both  to  the  appeal  of  the  "Safety 
area"  and  to  tho  fact  that  many  of  the  milder  cases  havo  found 
it  so  easy  to  obtain  work  elsewhere. 

Extra  nourishment  has,  this  yoar  when  certain  commod¬ 
ities  havo  become  so  scarce,  proved  its  value  in  a  most  practical 
manner,  and  tho  patients  themselves  havo  boon  vory  thankful  for 
too  essential  extras  which  tho  Corporation  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Care  Committoo  havo  provided. 

Statistics  would  tend  to  show  that  tho  expoctod  increase 
in  the  disease  under  war  conditions  has  not  occurrod,  but  wo  must 
not  bo  too  hasty  in  giving  any  concrete  judgement  in  that  dircctio 
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The*  provision  of  soparato  air  raid  shcltors  for  tho 
"opon"  eases,  and  tho  examination  and  rehabilitation  of  eases 
contracted  while  on  active  service,  aro  problems  which  have 
occupied  the  mind  in  tho  past  year  and  which  will  continue  to 
do  so  until  tho  advont  of  better  times.

The  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  has  been  carried  out  at 
the  Treatment  Centre,  Stranton,  one  afternoon  session  being  held 
for  females,  and  two  evening  sessions  for  males. 


Many  improvements  have  been,  and  are  being,  made  to  the 
Clinic,  which  it  is  felt  will  markedly  improve  the  efficiency  of 
the  Centre. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that,  in  spite  of  war  conditions,  no 
marked  increase  in  venereal  diseases  has  been  noticed  in  the  area. 


Unfortunately,  many  young  women  who  are  suffering  from 
venereal  diseases  refuse  treatment,  the  two  chief  reasons  being, 
firstly,  that  we  have  no  powers  of  compulsion,  and,  secondly, 
that  it  has  been  the  usual  practice  to  hold  female  clinics  m  the 
afternoon,  but,  owing  to  war  conditions,  most  of  the  younger 
female  population  is  now  working.  It  has  been  decided  to  start
